colony in ea>t Africa. The Mau Mau natives have 
been killing not only while families, simply because 
they are white, but also natives who refuse to subscribe 
to the Mau Mau oath. The defense forces, reduced to 
dopeiation, have taken martial-law steps that have 
caused • repre.ventattons” to the government in London 
and inquirie.s in the House of t ommons. 


The Mau Man movement i.s confined to elements 


in the Kikiyu tribe, moi'e than a million strong and 
one of the Irs. backward native groups of eastern and 
central Africa. Nobody seems to know exactly what 
the words "Mau M au'’ mean. But everybody in Ken>a 
knows what they stand for; the expulsion of the white 
man and the transfer of his land to the Kikiyus. 
Land Ls at the bottom of the Man Mau movement. 


And although Mau Mau has not succeeded in driving 
the whites off their farm.s, it has succeeded in dissuad­ 
ing more Whites from settling in Kenya. The fertile 
uplands had been more and more widely visualized, 
until Mau Mau came along, as an outlet for pioneeis 
willing VO start from scratch to develop semi-feudal 
Shangri Las flowing with milk and honey for the 
resourceful. 
Kenya is almast as large as Texas, but more than 


one-half of its area, in the north. Is arid during much 
of the year. The natives number about 5,000.000, East 
Indians almost 100,000. whites 30.000 to 35.000. 
Half a century ago the Kikiyu tribe lost heavily 


m numbers and In cattle from disease. A-^ a result it 
withdrew from much of the land it had previously 
occupied. The vacated Kikiyu lands were taken over 
by whites and developed far beyond the subsistence 
farm ing practi.^ed by natives. 
The Kikiyus never thought of the vacated land 


as abandoned permanently, all the more as their 
traditional concept of land ownership was a fam ily or 
tribal one. As the tribe recovered from disease and 
increased again in number, the land to which it was 
now restricted became overpopulated. 
The Kikiyus 


wanted to move back to the areas from which they 
had withdrawn. B u t whites were now in pos.session, 
under tenure from the government. 
The.'e new owners, cultivating plantations 
on 


which their word was law, seem to have been widely 
afflicted with the "W hite Man's Burden" complex 
fam iliar to readers of Rudyard Kipling. They held to 
Jim Crow concepts which the English in India and 
the Dutch in Indonesia have had to renounce but 
which are pa.-.sionately cherished by the supporters of 
Prem ier Malan in South Africa. In Nairobi, capital 
of Kenya, the color line was strictly drawn. 
In 1947 the Labor government in London set up 


an Ea.-l Africa Central Assembly in which the White.^, 
the Africans, and the Indians were to be represented 
equally.

were given a m aiority of the council .seats, and the 
native delegate: were appointed by the governor.

longer fear the disease. 
In 1930 


tiiere were 19,000 deaths from this 


cause; 
a 
m ortality 
of 
15 3 
per 
100.000 of population. B y 1949-1950 
the rale wa.s 19 . There are m any 
reasons for such progress in the 
appendicitis picture. One was the 
abandonment of the cicious prac­ 
tice of giving cathartics w henever 
stom achache appeared; a dose of 
salts or a heaping tablespoon of 
castor oil blew out an 
inflam ed 
appendix and paved the w ay for 
peritonitis. 


O ther aids in reducing m ortality 
consi.^ted of improvement.^: in sur­ 
gical technic and more widespread 
usage of salt and .sugar solutions 
and blcxHl transfusions. Most of the 
credit, however, ought to be given 
to the 
antibiotics 
like 
penicillin, 
aureom ycin, and terram ycin . 


The ordinary operation for ap- 
pendicits is .safe; when done early 
the m ortality rate is less than I 
per cent. Deaths never result from 
appendicitis but from its com pli­ 
cations. especially peritonitis and 
abscess 
form ation. 
In 
the 
past, 
only 20 per cent lived thru such an 
ordeal. 
In 
other 
words, 
when 
F'rank and M arion developed per­ 
itonitis there was only one chance 
in five of su rvival. N ow adays, with 
streptom ycin, the su rvival rate i.s 
60 per cent; with aureom ycin. 90 
per cent. In a recent series of 35 
victim s of ruptured appendix, only 
two died.

Tenon rn ha.s begotten terrorism in Kenya. British 
colony in ea>t Africa. The Mau Mau natives have 
been killing not only white families, simply because 
they are white, but also natives who refuse to subscribe 
to the Mau Mau oath. The defense forces, reduced to 
desperation, have taken martial-law steps that have 
caused ‘'representations'’ to the government in London 
and inquiries in the House of t ommons. 


The Mau Mau movement Is confined to elements 
in the Kikiyu tribe, more than a million strong and 
one of the less backward native groups of eastern and 
central Africa. Nobody seems to know exactly what 
the words "Mau Mau” mean. But everybody in Kenya 
knows wha; they stand for; the expulsion of the white 
man and the transfer of his land to the Kiklyus. 
Land is at the bottom of the Mau Mau movement. 
And although Mau Mau has not succeeded in driving 
the whites off their farm s it has succeeded in dissuad­ 
ing mole Whites from settling in Kenya. The fertile 
uplands had been more and more widely visualized. 
until Mau Mau came along, as an outlet for pioneer 
willing VO start from scratch to develop semi-feudal 
Shangri Las flowing with milk and honey for the 
resourceful. 
Kenya is almost as large as Texas, but mort than 
one-half of its area, in the north. Is arid during much 
of the year. The natives number about 5.000,000. East 
Indians almost 100,000, whites 30,000 to 35,000. 
Half a century ago the Kikiyu tribe lost heavily 
in numbers and In cattle from disease 
As a result it 
withdrew from much of the land it had previously 
occupied. The vacated Kikiyu lands were taken over 
by whites and developed far beyond the subsistence 
farming practised by natives. 
The Kikiyus never thought of the vacated land 
as abandoned permanently, all the more as their 
traditional concept of land ownership was a family or 
tribal one. As the tribe recovered from disease and 
increased again in number, the land to which it was 
now restricted became overpopulated. 
The Kikiyus 
wanted to move back to the areas from which they 
had withdrawn. Bu t whites were now in possession, 
under tenure from the government. 
These new owners, cultivating plantation* 
on 
which their word was law. seem to have been widely 
afflicted with the "W hite M ans Burden" complex 
fam iliar to readers of Rudyard Kipling. They held to 
Jim Crow concepts which the English in India and 
the Dutch in Indonesia have had to renounce but 
which are passionately cherished by the supporters of 
Prem ier M alan in South Africa. In Nairobi, capital 
of Kenya, the color line was strictly drawn. 
In 1947 the Labor government in London set up 
aa East Africa Central Assembly in which the Whites, 
the Africans, and the Indians were to be represented 
equally. But under pressure from the Whites they 
were given a m ajority of the council seats, and the 
native delegates were appointed by the governor. This 
set-up is lo be changed in 1956. after study. 
After World W ar I I new white immigrants came 
o Kenya to work small farms, develop small indus­ 
tries, operate small shops. The Kikiyus seem to have 
feared that this new white middle class would combine 
force." with the White planters further to exploit the 
natives economically. The Mau Mau arose to replace 
the native organisations that had been agitating for 
a redress of grievances peacefully, and the Mau Mau 
oa h is all the more ominous because imbedded in 
religious sanctions. 


Thailand O n The Brink 


The threat of a Red Chinese invasion of Thailand 
iSiam > could be dissipated by heavy rains, already 
falling and expected to reach monsoon proportions 
this week. But Thai troops have been on alert for a 
year against a pebble Communist thrust. 
Any Red action against Thailand would pose a 
distinct dilemma for Western powers. Thailand can be 
viewed as a vast rice bowl, and imported rice makes 
up most of the food deficits of Japan and India. More­ 
over, among nations. Thailand ranks third in the 
production of natural rubber 'about IOO thousand 
metric tons a year* and fifth in production of tin 
concentrates 'more than ll thousand metric tons a 


year*. 
Thailand has been receiving arms aid from the 
United States since 1950. The state has an army of 
almost 45,000 men, plus a 
national 
police force, 
described as we;; armed and well trained, of about 
the ."ame size. It ha* a navy and a small air force. 
Thailand announced in November 1952 it had 1.200 
men under the United Nations command in Korea. 
The force since ha> be< n materially increased, and 
Thailand has sent planes to fight in Korea. 
T h ' Thai government does not exchange diplo­ 
matic relations with Red China or the USSR Thailand 
was among the first of UN states to ban trade with 
Red Clima, according to the IL S National Security 
Council. 
In November 1952 Thailand's National A&^embly 
adopted a bill providing sentences of from IO years to 
life for membership in the < orr.mumst party and other 
tai: terms ' r persons aiding Communists or Joining in

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Appendicitis: Surgery 
Or Antibiotics? 


The death rate from appendicitis 
has dropped so sharply we 
no 
longer fear the disease. In 1930 
mere were 19.000 deaths from this 
cause; 
a 
mortality of 15 3 per 
100.000 of population. By 1949-1950 
the rate was 1,9. There are many 
reasons for such progress in the 
appendicitis picture. One was the 
abandonment of the vicious prac­ 
tice of giving cathartics whenever 
stomachache appeared: a dose of 
salts or a heaping tablespoon of 
castor oil blew out an inflamed 
appendix and paved the way for 
peritonitis. 
Other aids in reducing mortality 
consisted of improvements in sur­ 
gical technic and more widespread 
usage of salt and sugar solutions 
and blood transfusions. Most of the 
credit, however, ought to be given 
to the antibiotics like penicillin, 
aureomycin, and terramycin. 
The ordinary operation for ap­ 
pendices is safe, when done early 
the mortality rate is less than I 
per cent. Deaths never result from 
appendicitis but from its compli­ 
cations, especially peritonitis and 
abscess 
formation. 
In the 
past, 
only 20 per cent lived thru such an 
ordeal, 
In 
other 
words, 
when 
Frank and Marion developed per­ 
itonitis there was only one chance 
in five of survival. Nowadays, with 
streptomycin, the survival rate is 
OO per cent; with aureomycin. 90 
per cent. In a recent sen d of 35 
v ic tim s of ruptured appendix, only 
two died. 


These improvements have boom­ 
eranged. however, by leading to 
carelessness. 
There 
is 
a 
trend 
away from immediate, or emer­ 
gency, surgery in appendicitis be­ 
cause some members of the rn eri­ 
ca I profession are relying upon 
medical rather than surgical treat­ 
ment of the disease, Dr. P. W. 
Harrison, for example, administer­ 
ed 
penicillin 
every 
two 
hours 
’round the clock to 47 patients with 
simple 
appendicitis. 
During this 
time they were not allowed to eat 
or drink anything and within 46 
hours, 42 were well on the road to 
recovery. Of the others, two re­ 
quired operation, two received ad­ 
ditional antibiotic therapy because 
the appendix had ruptured, and 
one became frightened and left to 
be operated upon elsewhere. All 
recovered. 
Another group of 14 
patients with peritonitis did ex­ 
tremely well on the same type of 
medication. Surgery was not re­ 
quired altho two insisted upon ap­ 
pendectomy. 


Similar experiments have bren 
reported from other sources but 
not all physicians are convinced. 
Those who point to the fact that 
medical treatment "ave the patient 
hospital bills are not accurate be­ 
cause the majority had to pay for 
at least four days of hospitaliza­ 
tion; 
ordinary 
appendectomies 
rarely call for a longer stay. More­ 
over, with surgery, the organ is 
out, whereas the others have no 
guarantee against return attacks of 
appendicitis Furthermore, appen­ 
dicitis has a habit of developing at 
an inconvenient time—such a" *<n 
board ship traveling abroad, fish­ 
ing 
in 
Canada, or 
just 
before 
Christmas. 
The diagnosis of appendicitis is 
not always easy and more than one 
surgeon has found on entering the 
abdomina! cavity that while the 
symptoms had all the earmarks of 
append,chis, other conditions were 
to blame, 
including ovarian 
or 
tubal inflammation, kidney stone, 
or gall bladder trouble. In this re­ 
spect, operation settled the diagno­ 
sis and surgeons are beginning to 
wonder what will happen when the 
antibiotics are used in such cases.

Spanish Lobby To Get Additional Funds; Taft Outtalked At Yale Dinner; 


Sen. Neely Offered Unique Tidelands Amendment. 


WASHINGTON — After almost 
one year of diplomatic dickering 
the United States is concluding an 
agreement with Dictator Franco 
for air and naval bases on Spanish 
soil. But in order to pm Franco 
down, U. S. negotiators had to pro­ 
mise "ecretly an additional future 
1400.000.000. This is on top of the 
$187.500 000 already voted him by 
Congress, and will m«kr a total of 
1587.500.000. 
One 
factor 
which 
nudged 
Franco's elbow was knowledge that 
part of his money—the $125,000,* 
OOO voted by Congress last year— 
was about to expire. If the contract 
wasn’t signed by June 30, Franco 
knew that this $125,000,000 went 
right back into the Treasury to 
help balance the Eisenhower bud­ 
get, And Franco isn t much inter­ 
ested in balancing Ike’s budget or 
anyone's except hit own. 
This is another chapter in gov­ 


ernment by Washington attorneys 
and illustrates how certa.n lawyers 
representing 
foreign 
embassies 
sometimes exert more 
influent* 
than the State Department. 
One v ear ago, both the State De­ 
partment and the White House. 
which under the Constitution are 
entrusted with the conduct of U. S. 
foreign affairs, informed Congress 
that they did not want or need 
bases in Spam.

PM A days, and many econo­ 
mists, who have feared a re­ 
turn of unemployment once we 
get ourselves out of war, be­ 
lieve 
that 
throwing 
money 
away is an excellent method 
of keeping out of a depression. 
The huge goevrnment payroll 
of between two and three mil­ 
lion Americans is maintained 
not on a basis of necessity but 
on this general principle. 


However, the extravagances of 
government expenditures on use­ 
less services are no longer possi­ 
ble because this country does not 
have the money to pay for them. 
Unless taxes go down, the law of 
diminishing returns will set in, as 
it already has in the upper brac­ 
kets, This country is no longer rich 
and cannot be extravagant. Poli­ 
ticians of both parties continue to 
digue that they do not know where 
to cut expenditures and make a 
great to-do about not reducing de­ 
fense expenditures.

That was why Franco, previously

He figured he could go over 
the heads of the White House and 
the State Department once again— 
thank" to the new Washington sys­ 
tem of foreign affairs by influential 
attorneys. 
It now look* as if he was right.

Sandwiched Speaker 
Senator Taft was "peaking at a 
Yale Club dinner, along with new 
GOF Sen.

WASHINGTON—Clement Attlee, 
leader 
of 
the 
British 
Socialist 
party, 
did more in one speech in 
the British Parliament to start a 
revival of isolationism in America 
than any speaker in America has 
done in three decades. 
For Mr. Attlee recommended - 
and 
Prime 
Minister 
Churchill 
agreed with him—that just as soon 
as an armistice is signed in Korea, 
the Communist regime in China 
which is responsible for the great­ 
er part of the 134.000 American 
casualties should be rewarded by a 
seat in the Security Council of the 
United Nations. 
Mr. 
Attlee 
made 
some 
naive 
comments, declaring that he did 
not think the Communist Chinese 
were puppets of Russia. He said 
this in the face of a speech a few 
weeks ago by Soviet Envoy Vish- 
insky, who admitted that Moscow 
has 
been 
supplying 
arms 
and 
munitions to the Communist Chin­ 
ese armies throughout the Korean 
War. 
Sacrifices To Give Reward 
The American peope heretofore 
have been asked to believe that it 
was for the principle of collective 
scurfy their boys were sent to 
Korea. They believed this when 
the 
Truman-Acheson 
administra­ 
tion said so. But now it turns out 
that American lives were sacri­ 
ficed in Korea not to punish but to 
reward the aggressor. 
The United Nations early in 1951. 
by 
formal 
resolution, 
declared 
Communist China 
an aggressor. 
The UN command in Korea has 
fought 
against 
the 
Communist 
forces since June 1950. More than 
95 per cent of the fore gn troops 
have been supplied bv the United 
States. Great Britain has insisted 
on "ending strategic materia " to 
Soviet Russia during the Korean 
Mar and American troops have 
been left holding the bag. 
When an armistice comes in 
Korea—if 
indeed 
Moscow really 
wants one—the American peop> 
will have to decide whether thev 
want to remain in a United Na­ 
tions organization which welcome" 
to its bosom a government that has 
been guilty of aggression and of 
unspeakable atrocities in the treat­ 
ment of prisoners of war. 
On this issue opinion null divide, 
of course, but the isolationist doc­ 
trine of the 1920’s will become logi­ 
cal to many voters, who will begin 
to say that it is ti me to withdraw 
ail troops from Europe as well. 
For if the government of Great 
Britain is ready to trust the Com­ 
munists to the extent of rewarding 
them for aggression in Asia, ma>- 
be the time has come to withdraw' 
ail American troops from Europe 
and let the British trust Russia not 
to attack rn Europe either. 
For there is no question about 
the isolationism of Great Brita n 
today. The British are interested 
in trade with the Communists be­ 
cause that trade will benefit Brit­ 
ain. Evidently it matters little to 
them that such trade has sent ma­ 
terials to help kill American boys. 
Britain’* 
doctrine 
evidently 
is 
“ Britain first.” It would be only 
natural now for Americans to re- 
vive the cry of “ America first.” 
This would be a deplorable de­ 
velopment because of a policy of 
international cooperation is the 


best way to maintain the strength 
of the free world. But the British 
attitude, in wishing to welcome to 
their arms the aggressors .n me 
Far East just as soon as the truce 
is signed, will shock Americans 
and will make them feel that the 
game isn t on the level after ail— 
that it is every country for itself 
now. with Britain taking the lead 
in that kind of selfishness. 
Churchill Disappoints 
f 
A political issue of far-reaching 
importance can be developed out 
of a demand that American bovs 
be brought back at once from 
Great Britain and all European 
countries. 
Certainly 
a 
United 
States Navy and Air Force aud 
Army of present strength is ade­ 
quate for the defense of this coun­ 
try. But it will never be adequate 
to 
defend 
British 
interests 
in 
Europe or Asia or the interests of 
all other countries which render 
lip service to collective security 
and expect Uncle Sam not only 'n 
maintain a draft of 35.000 to 45.000 
bovs a month to go to distant lands 
but to pay billions for “ econorme 
air” besides. 
The Attlee speech is an eye- 
opener. Prime Minister Churchill 
disappointed his many American 
admirers by agreeing that Rod 
China is to be rewarded for her 
aggres ion by admission to th# 
UN. 
So far as a conferenc e between 
Malenkov. 
Churchill 
and 
Eisen­ 
hower is concerned, the speeches 
in the House of Commons wou.d 
seem to chs’ the die. There is no 
reason now for President Eisen­ 
hower to go to meet Malenkov. Mr, 
Attlee "ays he distrusts the Amer - 
tan Constitution. He insults the 
United States Senate bv saying, as 
he did in his speech, that our con­ 
stitution is obsolete and that the 
Senate should ha-.e no right to ap­ 
prove or disapprove of commit­ 
ments that Mr Eisenhower might 
make in a three-power conference. 
The best way to handle the prob­ 
lem now is for Mr, Churchill aion# 
to go to Moscow , hat in hand, and 
beg for peace.
